GW Senior Tcul Bauer, the 
Allnighter Coordini^ior, said the 
event will cover two aspects for 


competition; the Olympic style 
competUion with teams of 10 
participants earning points, and 
individual events rnvolving 
participants seeking sponsors to 
cover their activities. 

The Olympic style competition, 
which will hc$\n before midnight 
from 8 to 11 p.m. on April 14, 
involves co-ed teams from resi- 
dence halls, athletic teams and 
various organizations such as 
Womonspace and possibly even a 
facoUy team competing in sucji 
events as basketball, volleyball, 
ping pong, eanhball and the 
popular Trivial Pursuit for a 
championship trophy to be kept 
for one year. Bauer said. 

The individual events, which 
will run ffom 12 to 6 a.m.. will 
require participants to seek 
sponsors foY such activities as 
swimming or running laps in the 
gym. , 

Crawford said, "the primary 
goal of the Allnighter is to build a 
good community event, and pro- 
vide an event where the whole 
University community can come 
together for a good cause. 


Crawford said the money raised 
will not only provide food for 
hungry people at Miriam’s Kitch- 
en, but will help expand Miriam’s 
function by providing clothing for 
the poor. A job corps is another 
program that is currently being 
initiated into Miriam's Kitchen. 

Oscar Davi^ of the Student 
Advocate Service, another con- 
tributor to the idea of an 
Allnighter fund raising event , said 
that they were looking for a 
unique event that would catch the 
Attention of students and faculty 
members. 

Crawford said teams will con- 
tribute S20 entry fee, and all 
team members will receive T- 
shiris with the AJhiighter logo on 
the front. Cravlford credited 
Allnighter Coordinator Bauer as

Oncj? upon a lime (IW>2) in a far away place called Port Huron, 
Michigan, a group ot students sat down and wrote a document which 
they called “The Po/t Huron Statement’': 

“We are people of this generation, bred in at least modest comfort, 
housed how in universities, looking uncomfortably to the world we 
inherit...” 

They were studeni.s—just like we are now. Jhey were middle and 
upper middle class dtizens, well-educated students, who faced the 
future with a large degree of uncertainty and fear because they sensed 
that the promise of the American Dream did not exist anymore: 

“Our worK is guided, by the sense that we may be the last generation 
in the experiment with ih^ living. But we are a minority— the vast 
majority of ou/ people regard the temporary equilibriums of our society 
and world as eternally-functional parts. In (his is perhaps the

outstan^ng paradox: we ourselves are imbued with urgency, yet the 
message of our society is that' there are no viable alternatives to the 
present. Beneath the reassuring tones of the politicians, beneath the 
common opinion that America will ‘muddle through,’ beneath the 
stagnation of those who have closed their minds to the future, is the 
pervading feeling that there simply are n^ alternatives, that our times 
have witnessed the exhaustion not only of Utopia's, but of any new 
departures as well ... , 

”... America rests in national stalelnate. its goals ambiguous and 
tradition-bound instead of informed and clear, its democratic systeri^ 
apathetic and manipulated rather than ‘of, by. and for the peop^’ ... , 
"... For most Americans, all crusades are suspect, threatening. The 
fact that each individual Sees apathy in^his fellows perpetuates the 
common reluctance to organize for change. The dominant institutions 
are complex enough to blunt the minds of their potential critics, and 
entrenched enough to swiftly dissipate or entirely fepel the energies of 
protest and reform, thus limiting human expectancies ... 

”... The search for truly democratic alternatives to the present, and a 
commitment to social experimentation with them,^is a worthy and 
fulfilling ‘Human Enterprise.' one which moves us and. we hope, 
others today. On such a basis do we offer this document of our 
convictions and analysis: as an effort in understanding and changing the 
conditions of humanity in the late 20th century, an effort rooted in the 
ancient, stilt unfulfilled conception of map attaining determining 
influenceover his circumstances of life ... 

"... Doubt has replaced hoj>efulness^an^ men act out a defeatism 
that is labelled realistic ... Loneliness, estrangement, isolation describe 
the vast distance between man and man today. These dominant 
tendencies cannot be overcome by beiier personnel managemen't, nor by 
improved gadgets, but only when a love of man overcomes the 
idolatious worship of things by man . . 

”... It is imperative that the means of violence be abolished and the 
institutions— local, national, international— that encourage 

nonviolence asacondiiionof conflict be developed ...” 

The Port Huron Statement was the document which expressed the 
ideology of campus aciivLsm during the l%0s. 

It’s our turn. Together we must define our principles, our hopes and 
commit ourselves to achieving our collective objectives. 

. h is time for the men and women of George Washington University 
to show (heir courage (which 1 believe they have) and stand up for the 
common principles that we believe in, hope for and dream 
of— together. 

Are we any le«s capable than those courageous men and women who 
wrote the Port Huron Statement and proceeded to attempt to fulfill 
their objectives? No! > 

It is time\for us. as one united student body, to organize for the 
purpose of bringing about reform and/or fundamental change in The 
United Stales of America.' 

Movements do grow. They just need a place tostart— like here. 
Perhaps then, we might, and qur children might,, be able to live 
happily ever after. ~

The dean of GW’s School of 
Education and Human Develop- 
ment (SEHD) said it is likely his 
school will be re-accredIted after a 
IJ-member team from the Na- 
tional Council for the Accred- 
■ iiation of Teaching Education 
(NCATE) assessed t)is school last 
I week.\,- 

“1 cannot predict the final 
outcome but I can say I feel we 
will be re-accredited,” said SEHD 
^ Dean Eugene VV. Kelly, Jr. after 
NCATE visited the school. “1 Can - 
■ now say we overwhbimingly met^ 
the standards (of the NCATEl,” 
headded. - 

The assessment was the;' nex- 
t-to-last step in the SEHD accred- 
itation procedure which occurs 
every 10 years. 

SEHD submitted a two volume 
assessment of itself to the council 
as the First part of the procedure, 
kelly said. He said the accred- 
itation team then interviewed 
SEHD faculty and students “tQ 
see and make assessments of what 
we're doing.” 

The chairman of the accred- 
itation team will write a final 
report, based on the reports of the 
other team members, and will 
send a copy to the NCATE and 
Kelly within the next three weeks. 

Kelly said he can respond to the 
report “if there are thing^yl 
disagree with or feel don’t reflect 
(the SEHD).” 

/ ’’They take into account the 
school’s report, the accreditation 
team’s report and my response 
and makes a decision on the 
re-accreditation of the school,” 
Kelly said. “We will get the fihal 
' . decision in June or July.” 

Kelly said the SEHD has been 
accredited by Uie NCATE since 
1954.
